126  visits  were  made  to  premises  due  to  complaints  about 
these  vermin,  and  the  necessary  information  tendered. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICE. 

When  I was.  appointed  to  arrange  and  supervise  the  work  of 
the  Cleansing  Department  (including  Salvage)  on  January  18th. 
1943,  the  conditions  then  prevailing  in  the  district  were  more 
or  less  chaotic,  no  order,  and  no  particular  mode  of  operation. 
If  the  report  of  my  findings  on  the  Department  (not  including 
vehicles)  had  been  implemented  at  that  time,  I am  of  the  opinion 

that  this  Service  would  have  been  placed  in  a state  of  efficiency. 

• 

This  in  no  way  reflects  on  the  work  of  Mr.  F.  E.  Toon  the 
previous  Cleansing  Superintendent,  who  had  been  ill  for  some 
time  and  undoubtedly  had  to  contend  with  the  same  difficulties 
that  confronted  me  afterwards. 

I was  taken  at  a disadvantage,  because  for  a period  I had 
no  assistance,  thus  in  an  endeavour  to  create  an  efficient 
service  many  liours  were  spent  (after  office  hours)  to  that  end. 

Shortage  of  labour,  absenteeism  and  the  breaking  down  of 
vehicles,  with  no  reserves,  made  the  work  an  uphill  fight,  but  eventu- 
ally I divided  the  district  in  such  a manner  that  each  of  the  three 
teams  had  approximately  the  same  number  of  houses  to  attend  to 
and  of  much  the  same  type.  Each  team  was  satisfied  with  the 
allocation  of  houses  and  but  for  the  vehicle  trouble,  especially 
with  No.  3 team,  I feel  quite  certain  that  no  other  Authority’s 
Area  would  have  been  kept  cleaner,  but  after  taking  all  things 
into  consideration,  the  work  though  at  times  worrying,  did  make 
progress. 

When  considering  house  refuse  collection  and  disposal  one 
has  to  bear  in  mind  the  fact  that  Cesspits  and  privies  had  to  be 
attended  to  and  this  meant  the  taking  of  two  men  from  No.  3 
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team  for  this  purpose,  thus  causing  dissatisfaction  among  the  men 
of  the  team  and  loss  in  the  periods  between  the  removal  of  ashes 
in  that  section.  However,  much  work  was  accomplished  and 
below  is  a record  of  the  houses  attended  and  loads  removed. 

House  Refuse  Collection. 

During  the  year  4,()()4  loads  of  refuse  were  collected,  this 
represents  the  cleansing  of  .409,419  houses,  thus  : — 

No.  1 Team — 108,644  houses. 

No.  2 Team — 107,526  houses. 

No.  3 Team — 93,249  houses.

SALVAGE. 

Regular  collections  of  salvage  has  proceeded  throughout 
the  year,  and  while,  perhaps  the  standards  desired  by  the  Ministry 
of  Supply  were  not  attained,  yet  a fairly  regular  supply  was  main- 
tained. 

During  the  \/ear  there  was  one  special  County  Book  Drive 
and  the  results  were  gratifying,  and  one  would  specially  like  to 
mention  the  efforts  made  by  the  .children  of  the  various  schools 
in  the  District. 

The  number  of  books  of  all  types  collected  amounted  to 
62,330  of  which  2,900  went  to  H.M.  Forces.

I'o  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

CoseLev  Education  Committee. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  the  following  short  outline  of  the  work 
of  the  School  Medical  Service  for  the  year  11)411. 

'I'he  routine  medical  inspections  of  the  children  in  the  8-1) 
year  old  group  was  sus])ended  in  favour  of  an  examination  of  all 
“leavers”  in  the  l.‘l-14  year  old  group.  More  time  was  given 
to  revise  medical  inspections,  and  1 ,255  children  were  seen  in  the 
schools.  The  School  Nurses  carried  out  a survey  inspection  of 
all  the  children  born  in  the  years  11)34  and  11)35,  and  suspected 
defects  were  referred  to  me  for  further  examination.  All  the 
children  seen  by  the  School  Nurses  were  speciallv  tested  for 


Defective  \'ision  and  this  compensated  for  the  absence  of  the 
Vision  Test  which  formed  part  of  the  routine  medical  inspection 
of  the  S-9  year  old  group  in  previous  years. 

It  will  also  be  noted  that  the  Nurses  gave  special  attention 
to  the  Cleanliness  Inspections.  204  V’isits  were  made  to  the  schools 
and  14,607  examinations  made. 

•» 

The  hgures  for  attendances  at  the  Ophthalmic  and  Dental 
Clinics  show  that  these  sections  of  the  work  have  been  kept  up  to 
pre-war  standards  in  spite  of  the  increased  outside  duties  of  our 
part-time  Staff.  I should  like  to  record  my  special  appreciation 
of  the  good  work  of  the  Ophthalmic  and  Dental  Surgeons  who  have 
given  both  experienced  and  courteous  service  to  the  Education  , 
Committee  during  the  year. 

Other  comments  will  be  found  included  with  the  tables 
within  the  report,  and  therefore,  in  conclusion,  I should  like  to 
acknowledge  the  loyal  and  efficient  help  given  by  the  Staff  of  the 
School  Medical  and  Dental  Departments.  I also  wish  to  thank  the 
Teachers  and  Officials  of  other  Departments  for  their  kind  co- 
operation throughout  the  year.

Nutrition. 

An  analysis  of  the  nutritional  condition  of  the  children 
in  the  routine  groups  will  be  found  in  Table  II  at  the  end  of  the 
report.  The  figures  are  even  better  than  those  recorded  last  year, 
blit  the  fact  that  the  “ intermediate  ’’  group  has  been  excluded 
has  an  important  effect,  because  I have  found  from  experience 
that  there  is  always  a lower  standard  of  nutrition  in  the  8-9  year 
old  children.

Nose  and  Throat  Defects. 

In  my  prevdous  annual  and  quarterly  reports  to  the  Ed- 
ucation ('ommittee  I suggested  that  we  should  make  arrangements 
with  the  local  Hospitals  for  the  operative  treatment  of  nose  and 
throat  defects. 

Although  we  had  no  official  arrangements  during  the  year 
our  children  did  receive  treatment,  and  27  cases  were  referred 
to  the  Hospitals  from  the  School  Clinic  for  tonsil  and  adenoid 
operations. 

Uncleanliness. 

Particulars  are  given  in  Table  o.  The  appropriate  per- 
centage of  the  school  children  found  unclean  at  Verminous  In- 
spections was  18.  This  hgure  is  based  on  the  number  of  individual 
children  found  unclean  in  relation  to  the  number  on  the  registers 
of  the  schools  visited  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Every  effort  is  being  made  to  reduce  this  hgure,  but  the 
outlook  engendered  in  some  families  as  a result  of  insanitary 
home  conditions  and  overcrowding,  especially  in  recent  years, 
makes  an  improvement  in  the  standard  rather  difficult  to  attain. 

Scabies. 

The  number  of  cases  coming  to  our  notice  was  133  in  the 
school  children.  We  discovered  37  cases  amongst  adults  and 
40  in  pre-school  children.  The  hgures  for  the  previous  year  were 
225,  34,  and  55  respectively.  ' » 

Treatment  was  continued  at  the  Bayer  Hall  Clinic.  Benzal 
Benzoate  Cream  was  used.

MENTAL  DEFICIENCY. 

Four  children  were  certified  as  feeble-minded  and  one  was 
notified  to  the  County  Authority  for  Mental  Deficiency. 

I am  grateful  to  Miss  Tosh  for  the  following  Report 

Report  on  work  carried  out  for  Coseley 
Education  Committee  in  1943. 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  a brief  report  on  work  for  the 
feebleminded  children  in  the  Coseley  area  which  has  been  carried 
out  during  the  past  year. 

In  all  there  were  20  names  on  the  Association’s  list  for 
supervision.  16  of  ^these  are  classified  as  educable  in  special 
schools  for  the  feebleminded,  one  is  under  7 years  old.  76  visits 
were  made  to  the  homes  of  the. children  and  numerous  interviews 


held  in  regard  to  tlieir  welfare.  During  the  year  4 defectives  were 
notified  to  the  Local  Authority  under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts, 
one  on  leaving  a special  school  at  16,  one  as  a “ special  circum- 
stances ” case,  and  two,  because  they  were  unable  to  benefit  from 
instruction  in  a special  school.  After  notification  one  has  been 
admitted  to  a certified  institution,  one  attends  the  Centre  at  Bradley 
for  daily  training,  one  is  at  home  and  one  is  at  work. 

While  supervision  through  home  visiting  has  become 
increasingly  difficult  owing  to  the  employment  of  so  many  mothers 
in  industry,  and  their  consequent  absence  from  home  during  a 
greater  part  of  the  day,  it  has  been  felt  that  the  work  on  behalf 
of  these  children  has  grown  in  value,  as  existing  war-time  con- 
ditions have  brought  increased  dangers  and  difficulties  for  the 
backward  child.  Help  given  in  finding  suitable  employment 
has  been  appreciated  by  parents  who  often  do  not  fully  realise 
the  special  ways  in  which  a backward  child  is  handicapped  until 
the  school  leaving  age  arrives. 

14  defectives  from  the  area  attend  the  Centre  at  Innisfallen, 

I ^ ' 

Bradley,  and  one  the  Centre  at  Tipton,  where  they  have  benefited 
greatly  from  the  specialised  teaching  they  get  in  the  varied  sides 
of  the  curriculum.  This  includes  speech  training,  singing  and 
rhythm,  physical  education,  handicrafts  and  elements  of  the  three 
Rs  as  well  as  good  behaviour  and  self-control.  The  need,  however, 
for  the  establishment  of  special  schools  and  classes  for  the  educable 
children  remains,  acute,  and  it  is  greatly  hoped  that  much 
stimulation  will  be  given  to  the  provision  of  these  under  the  new 
Education  Bill  which  envisages  that  suitable  education  shall  be 
provided  for  every  type  of  child. 

The  willing  co-operation  which  has  at  all  times  been  given  by 
the  Coseley  Education  Committee  in  our  work  on  behalf  of  the 
backward  children  has  been  greatly  appreciated.
